within a week, and to a penny within 
a month 
Referring to proposals by the Labor 


party for the nationalization of bank-| 


ing, he added: “We shall all honor 
Mr. Henderson as a great foreign sec- 
retary, but he is not a banker any 
more than I am 

“The whole world is trembling,” the 
Bishop continued, “to think that a 
body of people who know nothing 


about finance at all are going to man- 
age the most complicated affair in 
the world,” 

Towards the end of the address.
